The scans Extract from the “ Times” of 
Januar 2od, 1889, relative to the manu- 
facture and application of Water-gas, is 
reprinted for general information, 

WATER-GAS, 

“ For many years past attempts have been 
made at intervals to prodace what is knowa 
as water-gas—that is, gas resulting from the 
decomposition of water. Experimentally 
there have been several successes, but prac- 
tically and commercial'!y up to the present 
time, as far as we are aware, these have been 
only failures. These failures have mainly 
arisen from the difficulty experienced in 
separatiog the water-gas from the other pro- 
ducts; This difficulty has now been over- 
come, not by one invention, but by the com- 
bination of the best features of several 
inventions having fur their object the 
manufacture of water-gas. What is more, th e 
pereates inventions which have been com- 
bined in the new process are not those of one 
inventor or of one country, but represent 
several inventors and several nationalities— 
namely, England, Germany, America, and 
Sweden. ‘Ihe amalgamation of these various 
patents and the beneficial results which have 
accrued therefrom came about by reason of 
the exigencies of manufacture of corrugated 
boiler flues and press-flanged steel frame 
one for railway roiling stock at the Leeds 
‘orge Company's Works, Leeds. The metal- 
lurgical operations carried out there de- 
manded fuel of a higher calorific intensity 
than could be obtained from either the 
generator gas of the Siemens producer, or 
ordinary coal gas. Mr. Samson Fox, the 
managing directo~, therefore turned his 
attention to water-gas, and, having carefully 
considered the whole question, decided upon 
—— down a water-gas plant at the Leeds 

‘orge. The wotks were begun on September 

29, 1887, and on March 2%, 1888, plant 
capable of producing 40,000 cubic feet of 
water-gas per hour was started, and has since 
been in constant operation with perfect 
succéss, and without interruption. The gas 
mage gives every satisfaction, not oaly 
or metallurgical, but aleo for lightning 
purposes, the whole of the works being 
supplied with it, 

“ Water-gas is the result of a chemical 
reaction which takes place in passing steam 
through incandescent carbonaceous matter, 
and may be considered as the practical result 
on a wholesale scale of the ordinary labora- 
tory experiment of decomposing water by 
parsing steam through a highly-heated iron 
tabe. Inthe water-gas apparatus the fuel, 
which at Leeds Forge is coke, is raised td a 
high temperature in a generator by the aid 
of an air-blast. The blowing is continued 
for abort ten minutes, by which time the 
fuel has reached a duli red heat. During 
this period what is known as producer-gas 
is given off, and this is led away to a range 
of Lancashire boilers, where it is utilised 
in Taising steam for the engines in_ the 
works. At the end of ten minutes the valves 
are reversed, the air-blast being stopped, 
and the further exit of prodacer-gas to the 
boilers prevented. Steam is then admitted 
at the top of the generator for four minutes, 
and, passing down through the incandescent 
fuel, becomes decomposed. and a fixed gas 
results, This gas as formed passes away to 
a scrubber, where it is treated much in the 
same way as ordinary coal-gas, From the 
scrubber it passes to the gas-holder, where it 
is stored for use fur meta!largical purposes 
in the works; such as heating and welding. 
For indoor illuminating purposes a por'ion of 
the gas is conducted from the gas-holder to 
the purifiers, where its purification is effected 
by means of oxide of iron. It will thus be seen 
that the procersc nsists of alternately blowing 
the generator hot and making gas, and that o 
run of gas is made every 15 minutes, during 
which time the yield from each generator is 
ubout 17,500 cubic feet of producer-gas and 
5,000 cubic feet of pare water gas for heating 
aod lighting purposes. The gas is also used 
most successfully for driving gas engines.

Suppose that admitting one or two or half a dozen laymen to ascend the pulpit 

could open up the risk that anyone might afterwards be invited to preach is quite 

idle, for the particular teacher sclected is not choecz because he is a layman 
but. because heis fit to preach ; and we are only contending that the fact of his being 

a layman is not a euflicient-reason for saying he ooght not to preach. In the 
Jewish community of all others such a notion is absurd end strikingly opposed to 
precedent. A vast number of our greatest Rabbins have been laymen, and often 

have been engaged in secular pursuits. Bat the few men in our community at 
the present time who are able and willing to preach—so few that they can be num- 
bered on the five fingers—are, as it happens, men who are not engaged in secular 

pursuits, but their whole lives are spent in work very mach akin to that which 
engages the time of a professional minister. ‘Thereare a hundred and one circum 

stances that may have prevented them from actually occupying official position 

as Jewish ministers, circumstances perhaps not of their own choosing, but tho 
ardour for spiritual teaching is at least as great as, and in somo instances, tho 
‘Hebrew and religious learning equal, if not superior to, that of the average Jewish 
minister. Moreover, we think that the position of tho Jewish clergy in this 
country would be strengthened rather than weakened if their efforts were 

supplemented by those few men who regard them as their trae colleagues 

and who are fitted to assist tho best of them in raising the standard 
of pulpit homily. . One thing is quite certain, that this age of widespread apathy 
is not the one in which we can afford lightly to cast off the voluntary aid of 
unoflicial spiritual teachers. 

The present Session of the Jews’ College Literary Society, which is now 
drawing to a close, has maintained a high level of interest and popularity. Tho 
attendance has been almost uniformly large, and evidently the mectings continue 
to supply a public want. Discussion has been fall and free ; and this is probably 
one of the chief causes of success. ‘The original object of the Society, however 
has not been lost sight of, in the wider results that Lave of recent years been 
aimed at. The students of the College, it is pleasing to note, bear their part in 
providing the literary entertainment. At the last meeting, Mr. M. Adler, B.A., one 
of the students, read an able paper on Josippon, that curious compilation of fact 
and fable, the perusal of which still forms the youthfal recreation of many of 
our coreligionists on the continent. It is a work well worthy of repeat d study, 
and Mr. Adler, whose paper on Alroy in a previous session showed him to be 
possessed of talent and industry, confirmed the favourable impression created 
by his earlier effort. In the ; resent eager pursuit of folk-lore, Josippon deserves 
all the attention that can be bestowed on it, Of the English edition alone quite 
a romantic history could be written. 


The season of the year makes reference apt to an operatic melody adopted 
fo: a Synagogue hymn, ‘This is the tune to which 3? is still generally 
sung on the Sabbaths between Passover and Pentecost. As belitting the sad 
memories of the Omer weeks, one would expect that the Chazonim of the last 
century would have transmitted to us some pathetic chant, rising to a height of 
contrasting joyousness at the glad consolation which the latter portion of the 
Sabbath hyma in question expresace. Judge then of our perplexity at dis 
covering that the plaintive melody which they actaally did transmit is nothing 
but a slightly modified adaptation from the Cavatina (No. 3) in the Piet Act of 
Mozart's incomparable Marriage of Figaro. The text of the opera at. this porn 
rune, it will be remembered, as follows : 


“Is this fine Count so ready to caper? 
With right good will the music I'll find. 
And it is the melody wedded to these words by the Master's init ible sende of 
fitness that has become the tune for the Sabbath-hymn of the eufi eriog-darkened 
Sephirah! Can we explain this ? 
The unsuitability of the tune to the text is but a eurface-blemish that dis- 
appears with a profounder examination. Figaro is smarting under a sense of

iteelf that only with patience of the 
aftea kind, and worldly ingenuity not being disdained, could the happy ee 
from care be reached. Bat thea how should this underlying suitability 
incongroous association of ideas in the mind of any a pth ok 
opera was not anfamiliar ? The answer is that at the time and place o 
first adoption into the Synagogue the opera must have been - e pe 
reverse of familiar. At least one London minister can reco ect tha 
when be was. Chasan in a congregation in Poland a visit to the opera 
would have been a good deed literally done by stealth, which, if discovered, 
would eo bave lowered him in local communal opinion that he would indeed 
Juve blushed to find it known. Bat our predecessors must not be blamed for 
their peculiar ideas on the subject of befitting music, 80 long at least as we our- 
selves cireumscribe oor ritual song by ideas exactly similiar and arising from the 
very same antique principles. We may suppose, then, that soon after 1786 (when 
the Marriage of Figaro was prodaced) some Chazan in Eastern Germany heard 
the me lody, and afterwards sang it in Synagogue. It was not the custom of Jews 
at that time to conceive one line of conduct for the religious officials of the con- 
gregation, and quite another for its members. Thus the new melody awoke no 
memories and set up no association of ideas in the minds of its hearers in the 
Synagogue, who with true “ seriousness” would have scorned to listen toany einger 
at. or song from, the opera- house. Gradually the melody afterwards spread among 
other “ serious” congregations, and when at length the palmy days of opera in 
the last generation saw Jews the most constant attendants at the representations, 
the tune bad already eafely achieved the dignity, formerly so heedlessly 
bestowed, of an “ ancient (!) Hebrew melody.” 

We receatly mentioned that owing to the excellent results of previous 
inspections of the Manchester Jews’ School, the usual examination of the Boys’ 
Department by Her Majesty's Inspector had been dispensed with. This is, 
perhape, the highest compliment that can be paid to any school under Govern- 
ment. Owing, however, to the insufficieat support given to the school by its 
subscribers the grant of £1,622 has been redaced by £30. This is a serious 
reflection upon the public spirit of the Jews of Mauvhester for not only is the 
School lacking needful support bat the circumstance of its deficient income is 
made the ground for a diminution of the Government Grant, thas doubly 
pre ing the Inetitation.

A most important contribution towards a clear understanding of the East End 
Problem has been published this week by Messrs. Williams and Norgate under the 
above title. It is far more comprehensive than Dr. Stallard's work on London 
Pauperism and more “ ecientific” than the Maybews’ book on London Labour and 
London Poor. References to Jews abound in the volume, an entire chapter, written 
by Miss Potter, being devoted to “ the Jewish community " and among the special 
articles is one on “ Bootmaking " by Mr. David F, Schicss. Miss Potter's article has 
evidently been written with a desire to give a fair picture of Jewish life and labour 


‘in the East End ; and she strives to do justice to the manual labour performed by 


Jews. No one knows better than Mies Potter that the Jews have in their hands (as 
workers) nearly all the coat-making and some of the trouser-making, a consider- 
able part of the boot-lasting and the greater part of the boot finishing and of the 
sew-round and s'ipper-making iodustries ; a part of the cabinet-makiog, a great 
part of the ost: ich-feather-curling and the greater part of the fur-making. 

Jews have frequently reason to complain of the inconsistencies of their critics, 
even of a friendly disposition. First, the suggestion is made that the British (native) 


artizan is cut out by the Jewish (foreign) workman and then that no Jews do - 


manual labour ; that the Jewish standard of comfort is too low and next that they 
get on too well and are too comfortable. Why not tell the truth candidly and say 
bluntly that the Jew is too industrious and too sober; too thrifty and too patient ? 
It would be distinctly unfair to Mirs Potter's evident efforts to be impartial to pin 
her toany one sentence which prejudiced readers, having a predisposition to have 
regard only for adverse references to Jews, choose to quote without heed for the 
injustice thus done alike to Miss Potter and to the Jows. Miss Potter is at pains 
to point out the grave error of those who cite.the statistics of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians or of “cbarity” funerals as evidence of Jewi-h “ pauperism.”. Her 
description of the Jewish Board of Guardians is throughout marked by thorough 
fairness of treatment. Her conclusions are inspired by the thoughtfulness of the 
painstaking student and the impartiality of the scientific investigator who 
seeks for knowledge and not merely for facts tat will by som) means fil in with 
preconceived theories 

“ Moreover, while all groundwork for the charge of pauperization is absent, we 
have conclusive evidence that either from the character of those who take, or !rom 
the method of those who give, Jewish charity does not te:d to the demoralization 
of individual recipients. But though the avcusation of wholerale pauperi-m 
brought against the Jewish community cannot be maintaiued, there is doubtless, 
from the standpoint of industrial health, a grave objection to the form of relief 
administered by the Jewish Board of Guardians, Money lent or givea for trade 
purposes fosters the artificial multiplication of small mosters, and is one of the 
direct causes of the sweating system : efficient assistunce to the mechanic out of 
work enab'es him to exist on reduced or irregular earnings, and thereby lowers the 
general condition of bis clase. In truth there seems no escape from the tragic 
dilemma of charitabie relief. If we help a man to exist without work, we demor- 
alize the individual and encourage.the growth of a parasitic or pauper class, If, 
on the other hand, we raise the recipient permanently from the condition of penury, 
and enable him to begin again the struggle for existence, we save him at the cost 
of all those who compete with him (whether they bo sma/! masters or wage earners, 
Jews or Gentiles) for the custom of the manufacturer, the trader, or the o nsumer , 
in other words, we increase that very dielocation of indu-try, the result of which 
we attempt to mitigate in special instances. Judged by its effect on the indast ial 
development of the whole nation, we are tempted to echo sorrowfully the words of 
Louiee Michel, ‘La Philanthropie, c'est une mepsorge.' 

Miss Potter concludes her comments on charity among Jews by directing 
attention to the pauperising effect of Conversionist Societies, “which would asrured| y 
achieve the utter demoralization of the Jewish poor if the work they acoomplished 


equalled to any degree the sum of their expenditure,”

TUE JEWS IN ROUMANSIA, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDEST. ] 
BUCHAREST, 8ist Marcu, 1839. 


Two cotorious anti-Semites have passel away during reeent days. Jean Poleeco 


bas dicd physically, and we shall hear no more‘of him; the other, Captain Moroiu 


is morally dead, for it has been discovered that for the lash twenty years he has 
beon engaged in the manufacture of false postage stamps, home and foreign. 

Ample proofs of his guilt were found at his residence. Let me remind such of your 
readers as may have forgotten Moroia what heis. He is the vhief of Roumanian anti 

Semites ; the fousder aud president of the Roumanian anti-Semitic Society and of 
the Universal anti-Israelitish Alliance ; he it was who with the aid of the ex-Prime 
Minister, M. Bratiano, and of the ex-Prefect of Police, Prince Moruzi, organised the 
anti-Jewish Congress which was held at Bucharest in August, 1887, in the Hall of 
the Roumanian Atheneum, and in which a number of foreign sympathisers, among 
them M. de Biez, of Paris, to.k part. Is was again Morvin, who established the 
joursals Vetcranu/and Antisemitul with fands farnished by the pretended Liberal 
Government of M. Jon Bratiano—journa’s which have heaped the vilest calumnies 
upon the Jews in every country, and have vomited on our race an immense quantity 
of venom. Moroiu wes also Grand Master Commander of Roumanian National 
Freemasonry which has happily existed only ia name, no honest person having been 
willing to inscribe his name under its villainous banner. Again it was Moroiu, who 
two years ago prvceeded against Dr. Beck, Preather of the Choral Temp'e, for 
libel, and only withdrew the sa‘t on the receipt of 40) feanes from the con frega*‘ion, 
Such is ex-Captain Moroiu, who with his pompous titles, hes earned for himself a 
niche by the side of his colleagues, Istoczy of Boda Pesth, Von Schinerer, of Vienne, 
Stocker of Berlin, and Drumont of Paris. If these anti-Semites believe they are 
henoured by the company of a man like Moroiu,I wish them joy of their fellow 
worker. As for us Roumanian Jews, wa can only feel contempt for euch a 
creature, 

If Polescu and Moroiu are dead. as I have said at the commencement of this 
letter, there still remain anti-Semites in Roumania. Gherghe!, Batculescuy 
Polichroniades, &¢., &e., are still alive, to our misfortune, Bat Lam about to speak 
of another whois not yes known to fame, This is M. Peter Gradisteann, an able 
Bucharest lawyer, who by dint of flattery and insinua ing manners, has gol himself 
elected President of the Council of the Bar. His first act was to lay before his col- 
leagues the proposal that all barristers in Bucharest pledged themselves to dismiss 
their non-Christian employés. Now, there areabout 109 young Jews, Doctors and 
Licentiates of Law of foreign and native Faoulties, who being debarred by Jaw 
from pleading in courts of justice, work for Christian lawyors, working up their 
briefs, aud executing the formalities of procedure. They are well paid, for they 
are most active and intelligent, Io epite of all his efforts, M. Gradisteauu has 
not been able to press a single one of these Jews into his service, because he is an 
anti-Semite, end a the same time pays badly. In order to wreak vengeance on the 
Jewish “ devils,” he sought by a single stroke of the pen to take the bread from our 
mouths. But his plot failed, His colleagues on the Conncil, and the geueral body 
of lawyers opposed his scheme, and emphatically refuted. the slanders which the 
doyen of the Bar uttered against their Jewish employes. 

At Fockechani an attempt has been made to stop the tale of kosher meat. This 
step was taken by M. Rotter, director of the prefecture, in the absence of the I’re- 
fect, but as co mas the latter returned he dismissed his subordinate and annulled his 


arbitrary order. 


Yesterday the Senate voted the naturalisation of D’. Sigmund Steiner, which 
was applied for as far back as Oct »ber 1878, more than ten years ago, Thia vote, 
before taking effect, will have to he ratified by the Chamber of Deputies. Who 
knows whether this body will be as complaisant es the Senate, although Dr. Steiner 
ic a native of Bucharest? It is unfair that naturalisation should depend on the 
caprice of Senators and Deputies. In this way article 4! of the Berlin. Tr: aty will 
never te carried.oub with regard to the Jews in Roumaaia, Tho.

The massacre occurred on the Great Sabbath pre- 
ceding the Passover,and the Sephirah which followed must have been for many 


follow the death of parents. A little earlier a similar outburst at Troyes was 
regarded with such grief by all French-speaking Jews that those of England 
joined with the rest in making the anniversary of it a fast; this occurred 
during the Sephirah. 

Quite recently two of the most striking incidents in the modern history 
of Jewish persecution have occurred between Passover and Pentecost. It was 
at that period that the terrible Russian persecution of 1881 occurred which 
resulted in such terrible suffering immediately and has left its mark on 
Jewish affairs all over the world, as we indeed know full well in this country, 
For millions of Russian Jews the Sephirah must recall for many a year to 
come the saddest and most terrifying period of the year in their remembrance, 
As each Sephirah comes round, their minds must be filled with dread and 
fear at the possible recurrence of that horrible time, So too in Austria- 
Hungary, the Tisza-Eszlar case occurred at the beginning of Passover, and 
for that Sephirah anxiety filled the minds of the Austrian Jews at the terrible 
calumnies which were being launched against them. 

These examples will suffice to remind our readers of the sad associations 
with which this period of the year must be for ever connected in the minds of 
Jewish men and women. The slight sacrifice which the Sephirah demands 
has its justification in the terrible scenes of which this period of the 
year has been the witness in the past and may be in the future while race. 
hatred and religious animosity are allowed full sway among the natives. For 
the sad accusations are, we regret to say, intimately connected with the reli- 
gious zeal of Christian priests among ignorant populations who have chosen 
this period among all the times of the year to accentante the difference 
between Judaism and Christianity. As we have often pointed out, it is 
the Easter sermons of the clergy with their insistence upon the “ sacrifice ” 
of Jesus that has so often resulted in the veritable sacrifice of members 
of the race from which he sprung. | 

It has often been said that while Christians preach the ‘ Christian” 
virtues of humility and forgiveness, Jews are content to practise them, No 
more s‘riking instance of Jewish forgiveness can be given than the fact that 
none of the many persecutions which have caused the Sephirah to be a period 
of gloom are now recalled without rancour hy the Jews. We are proud of the 
Jewish martyrs, but our pride is not tinged by a single touch of hatred directed 
against the men who brought abcut the martyrdom, We celebrate the Sephirah, 
but our preachers do not choose that occasion to accentuate the differences 
between our own creed and that of our neighbours. : | 

Thus in many ways the Sephirah is shown to have its roots deeper in the 
reason of things than at first sight appears. The historic justification of it 
turns out to be ample on a slight examination. And as History is, wa all 
believe, the inscrutab'e working of the Divine in human affairs, the justifica- 
tion from history becomes a religious justification. Soitis withmany a 
custom, which, like the Sephirah, seems arbitrary and conventional till more 
carefully examined. Jewish instinct in these cases goes often more direct to 
the heart of the matter than the explanations which are given for it. The 
vitality of Judaism depends on the fidelity with which Jews act truly to 
the feelings which made them Jews, and of this no more striking example 
can be given than the Sephirah.

NEW WEST END SYNAGOGUE. 
— 

The Honorary Officers of the Board of Managemen‘ of this Synagogue, en- 
couraged by the favourable reception of their first Report, have issued their second 
Annual Report in the hope that the seatholders may take increased interest in the 
affairs of the eynagogne, There has been a nett increase of 4 seatholders, the total 
numbers being 493 against 489 in 1877 and 451 in 1886, There are still 41 gentle: 
men's and 77 Indies’ seats unlet. The income for the year was £3,688 Ils. ‘8d. 
(against £3,652 15e, 10d. in} 1887), and the expenditare £5,663 14s, lid, (against - 
£3405 188, 4d. in 1877), asurplus of £21 168. 10d, The number of male seatholders 
making fixed contributionsin lieu of ordinary voluntary offerings has not increased. 
This is the more to be regretted, as it may ultimately become a question of returoing 
to the old and leas decorous system of making offerings daring the Reading of the 
Law ; at present not more than half the number of male seatholders assist in main- 
taining thie desirable movement. Of female worshippers holding seats in their own 
right only nine contribute to the fands beyond paying seat rental. The Board 
desire, when justified by an increased income. to commence the long deferred decora- 
tion of the building, which is becoming urgent for the sake of its preservation. 
Referring to the Scripture readings recently intreduced, the report observes that the 
service has b en rendered more attractive than ib may have previously been to those 
members of the congregation who are not eufficiently acquainted with the Hebrew 
langoage, whileafresh supply of material has been made available for religious 
meditation and instruction. Besides continuing tha religion class for children, the 
Key 5. Singer has been recently midressing on alternate Monday evenings a series 
of addresses to adults on the points of difference between Judaism and Christiavity, 
thereby enabling Jews to defend their own position The appreciation in which 
these discourses are held is evidenced by the fact that they have drawn an audience 
of ladies anjl gentlemen in such numbers as severely to tax the accommodation 
provided hy the large Vestry Room. This Vestry Room contains a valaable Hebrew 
Library which may always be consulted by the members, and the Wardens are 
willing te grant the use of the room iteelf for any approved communal purpose. 
With a view tosecuring the large eupport which should be obtained from many Jewish 
families inthe immediate neighbourhood who do not belong to any synagogue,a 
sub-committee is in course of formation, to which the Rey. M. Haines has offered 
to act as honorary secretary. The Report concludes with emphasising the advan- 
tages, resulting, especially in cases of death, from membership of the United Syna- 
gogue, 

Mr. Isidore Spielman, one of the Wardens, with whom the idea of issuing an 
antiwal report originated, is to be cougratulated on the success which bas attended 
this movement by its adoption in other synagogue*. The Board of Management of 
Hhayewater Synagogue thie year presents a report to its members; the Central 
Synagogue, on the initiative of Mr. Leonard L. Cohen, will follow suitin the ensuing 
year ; and the St. John’s Wood Synagogue is also likely to adopt the same course, 


THE PROVINCES, 


BIRMINGHAM, 


The annual meeting of the free members of the Birmingham Hebrew Congre- 
gation is to be held ou Sunday next. In anticipation of the meeting, the Council 
have issued the thirty-seventh annual report. The report states that owing to 
the continuance of communal peace and harmony, the congregational finances are 
in a far more satisfactory condition than for many -yeara past. The di ficit of 
£26112. with which the year commenced has been reduced to £34 3a lid. The 
total inccme has been £5,600 15s. (as compared with £3,512 4s. 8d.) while the ex- 
penditure has been £3,573 6d. 11d. against £53,496 2s, 6d. in the previous year. The 
amount collected from seat rental alone was £140 19s, 4d. in excess of that for 
Ins7-S. The Rev, I, Fink, elected last year as- First Reader, carries out the duties 
allotted to him with zeal and ability, On the oceasion of Chanucah the Council 
ceemed it expedient to hold a special choral service, with a view of impressing the 
service on the minds of the young especially. The full attendance showed hoe the 
Service. Wee appreciated, and the Council hope it will be continued by the ir succes- 
sor. The Rev, G. J, Emanuel has been instructed to read a portion of the Scriptu .

Mr. David Jellin, a teacher of Hebrew and Arabic at the Lionel de Rothschild 
School in Jerusalem, has compiled a useful and interesting little readiog-book in 
Hebrew for Jewish children. Appended to the work is a geographical and historical 
description of the Holy Land, The book has been printed by Mr. A. M, Lunes at 
the expense of the Rothschild School. |

The Diviae words of the text 
were an eternal promise, assuring usthat Gol who redeemed us from Egypt will 
never abandon us in times of trouble. [t was this lesson that was taught to Moses 
when God appearei to him in the burning bush which was flaming with fire and 
yet was notconsumed. That typified the history of Isracl, who, although doomed 
through centuries to be tried in the burning furnac: of affliction, will yet never be 
utterly destroyed by its fierce blast. Filled with hops in God's constant pro- 
tection we can face the future of our race with calmness and confidence, Whatever 
may be our present difficulties and perplexities we are assured that in the end the 
crooked will be made straight and the rough places p'aio. H-» then considered the 
bearing which these traths had upon the Judaism of to-day. There was abuntant 
excuse for despondency, for those who reflect oa the present outlook of their people 
in this and other countries of Western Europe. Not that we had to complain of 
a'tacks from without, but we have now too many recreant Jews who desert the 
banner of their faith, Some openly renounce their religion, and yet more have 
allowed the poison of indifference to sap the vigour ot their religious zeal. A bright 
future of glorious victory over the foross of sin was yet reserved for us by the un- 
changing promises of God. Many there may be who are faithless to our cause, but 
there yet remain ten thousand kaees which have not bowed before the false God of 
self-interest and material greed, whose glittering temples offer such insidious allure- 
ments. Weneed not wonder if the chosen band of faithful Jews ia these days is so 
small. Oae man can dare a thousand, andtwo put ten thousand to flight. It is 
only through a painful process of suffering that a more perfect organisation of 
society can be effected. The pro:ess of history is directed by Providence, bat God, 
works through human instruments, so that each one of us can help to carry out His 
Divine will here on earth. Thus trast in God is not to paralyse the springs of action 
The hope of Israel is no selfish anticipation of national ascendency at the som of 
others, our victory will mean the triumph of all that is noble in humanity. Tarough 
us will the knowledge of God be spread throughout the world. Those lessons should 
we carry with us, making them serve as a motive power in all the varied conditions 
of our active life. The service of God should not be s»parated from the ordiaary 
pursuits of the work-a-day world. Religion should be as the robe of righteousness 
to be worn at all times. We should make our whole lives a psalm of praise t» God, 
and all our actions will form part of the service which we humbly offer for .His 
acceptance. It is impossible to estimate the power for good. that will result from 
faithfal human effort And in every daty faithfully performed, and in every word 
kindly spoken there is a saving power which helps to make our lives holy and 
helpfal.

Madame Ledoulx highly praised. the needlework and 
embroideries.

(BY DR L GREGORY D'ARBELLA, JERUSALEM. | 


Jerusalem isa place where anyone who takes an interest in the destinies of 
Jadaism is able to gain more informat'on about its followers than anywhere else in 
the world. The position I holl as Physician of the Rothschild Hospital gives me 
special facilities for acquiring information, for I never fail to question every Jewish 
patient concerning the land of his _ and the condition of Judaism ia his native 
town.: 

A short time ago there arrived four Persiau Jews from Mecca. They came her 
to consult me about their health, anifrom them I learns the following facts, which 
[ think will interest the readers of the Jewish CA ronicle, and which I reproduce as 
nearly as possible in their own words :— 

“ We are natives of Meshe), one of the holiest towns of Persia, the Mecea of 
Iran ; and we have come here from Mecca where we offered up our devotions as 
Hadjis. Do not be disgusted or astonished : we are true and good Jews. But half 
acentury agothe Jewsin Meshed werec ympollediby their fanatica! fellow towasmen 
under painof being put to death, to embracs the Mahomedan faith, To save our 
wives and children from s0 dreadful a fate, we outwardly accepted the dominant 
religion. We frequent our own Masjid; our Haham publicly reads the Teths 
every Friday on the minuret of the mosque. We do not wear peoth ; we shave them 
off clean, so as to convince the Persians that we are good Moslems, as our lives are 
in constantdanger, But we have a Shochet, and perform t» the letter all the tra- 
ditional rites for the slaughtering of animals, so that our meat is always kosher 
We practice circumeision and other prescriptions of the Mosaic law, and oar Haham 
gives Aiddwshim at marriages. On Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur we conceal 
Ourselves in ouc houses in order to hold religious services; we do our best to keep the 
Sabbath holy, and do not intermarry with Mahomedans, We lead a precarious 
Jewieh laws. Of our material condition we do no complain ; we are td's 
humerous (about S00 families), and carry'on trade with Russia. Our principal 
industry is the weaving of silk and other carpets. We.should haila Russian 
conquest as the hour of our delivery from our terrible and shameful galuth, 

“Why did we visit Mecca ' Because we were anxious to seo Jeusalem and the 
roml to our Holy City lies through Mecca, Otherwise we shonld not have obtained 
paseports from our Governor, and perhaps might have been robbed and impri- 
soned,” fer dur only desire in going 6 cur boloved Jerusalem was to weep 
the “Kothel Masravi" (Western Wall). You suggost that wa should 
leave Meshed for good. But whither should we go’? The Jews are 
everywhere despised in Persia by the cowardly inhabitants, and we shoold

so we must suffer on until the day comes when Russia takes us unde 
her protection as she has doné the Jews in Yarkand and Khiva. We are in constant 
communication with our brethren of Heratand Bokhara. In Herat there are many 
Jews as well as in Chinese Turkestan and Kuldja, 

“ We shall leave Jerusalem with tears in our eyes, 
soon be restored to our own land. We shall be ver 
make known our plight to our Western brethren, with whose help it may be pos- 
sible to throw off our dreadful yoke, Our Minhag, we may add, is that of ye 
Sephardim, like the Jews in Bokhara, Our women, like ourselves, dress in the 
Mahomedan fashion.’
